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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35U.S.C.121: 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to antiviral vaccines comprising one or more heat-inactivated 
viral antigens, classified in class 424, subclass 204.1. 

II. Claims 10-12, drawn to therapeutic compositions comprising a denatured 
pathogen antigen, and a denatured tissue from a pathogen infected host, classified 
in class 424, subclass 184. 1. 

For each of Groups I and II above, restriction to one of the following is also required under 35 
USC 121 . Therefore, election is required of one of Groups I or n, and to one of inventions 
identified below. 

The Applicant is required to elect one of the viral pathogens listed in claims 2 or 4. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. The various inventions listed in claims 2 and 4 are related as subcombinations disclosed 
as usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. See MPEP § 806.05(d). In the instant case, each of the 
subcombinations has separate utility. Each of them is independently usable as a composition for 
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the treatment of, or for inducing an immune reaction against, infection by a different viral 
pathogen. 

3. Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the combination does not rely on the particulars of the subcombination for 
patentability, but relies on the combination of the subcombination with another composition. The 
subcombination has the same separate utility as does the composition, the ability to act as a 
vaccine or therapeutic against pathogenic infections. 

Conclusion 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, and because the 
literature and sequence searches required for any one of the groups is not required for the others, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.17(f).
